saving data stored in volatile memory on said computer to a portal server responsive to 
said threshold value being reached. 

19. The computer-readable storage medium as claimed in claim 18 including additional 
program code to cause said computer to perform the operations of: 

warning a user that any subsequent data entry is at risk of being lost.
